“If you are very, very good we'll see what we 
tan do for you,” there is not much encourage- 
‘ment in sight and joint action by the British 
ind American Governments becomes increasing- 
ly imperative. At the very moment Mr. Kenji 
Kodama, President of the new Central China 
Development Company, is talking about the 
Greater future for Shanghai without specifying 
efinitely for whom it will unfold its glowing 
promise. A typical incident of discrimination 
‘comes from North China where British cigarette 
interests are reported to be making representa 
tions in respect of the Japanese-sponsored 
Kalgan Government which is. taxing 
igarette imports but is favouring Japanese 
manufacturers by imposing only 00 per cent. 
of the tax imposed on other firms’ products. 
Details of the Central China Development Com- 
any do not indicate any marked departure 
(rom Japanese procedure in controlling and 
developing Chinese markets. Railways, water- 
works, power plants, shipping, telephone, tele- 
graph’ and wireless ‘systems and general com- 
mercial activity cre included in its charter. 
Even real estate and a new subsidiary which 
will control and distribute Ash products are 
among the Company's enterprises while the 
character of the new administrations formed 
to undertake municipal -duties in the towns 
‘and cities within Japanese-occupled territory 
leaves little doubt of the nature of the com- 
mercial relationships which will be established. 
Mir. Kodama, irs interview, deprecated the 
idea of monopolies. and welcomed foreign 
co-operation, but he saw no necessity for 
‘oreign capital in the new coneern. It is just a 
purely commercial firm “working principally 
for. the happiness of the Chinese people,” he 
sald, Perhaps so, but-it is difficult to reconcile 
Jetatements with facts. Mr. Kodama states 
that the Central China Development Company 
isa purely Japanese concern, capitalized et 
‘¥.100,000,000, half of which will be taken up by 
the Imperial Jap'nese Government and the other 
halt by the general public, this being the hold- 
ing company. Its affiliated and subsidiary com- 
panies Will be Sino-Jepanese enterprises, or, in 
Other words, within the limits and restrictions 
Sf control ‘through purely Japanese capital, 
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tensive charter announced by the new Company 
will be permitted to operate and develop. It 
would be pleasant to believe and share in Mr. 
Kodama's optimism of an international market 
but a careful serutiny of the economic and 
political portents fails to reveal anything 
beyond what everybody knows—that such is 
not Japan's present intention. 





Japanese Ban Hamlet r 


‘The English literary world continues t6 be 
‘occupied trying to solve the mystery of Shake- 
speare but a more fruitful field of enquiry 
might be trying to fathom the stale of mind 
which prompted the Japanese authorities to 
ban “Hamlet.” It is reported that the Osaka 
police have forbidden the production of the 
play, which was the first of the poet's works 
to be translated into Japanese. No reason has 
been given but the suggestion Is made that 
the ban may have been inspired by the two- 
fold beliefs that royalty is portrayed in an 
unfavourable manner and Hamlet enunciated 
“dangerous thoughts." Whatever _ political 
motives the melancholy Dane may have con- 
ceived, like many other of Shakespeare's plays, 
they were highly moralistic from a national 
point of viow and were directed at repairing a 
grievous. wrong although by violent means in 
accordance with the standards of the time, 
Any restrictive action by the Japanese au- 
thorities, therefore, becomes even more strange 
because nobody could accuse Shakespeare of 
disrespect for royalty for he was a monarchist 
Jat heart and received ample favours from this 
bountiful fountain of patronage sp the Elizabe- 
than age. Shakespeare's monarchlcal views 
were the subject of reference by a critic on 
the recent production of a modernized version 
of Hamlet at the Old Vie. He wrote: 
‘The dynastic strugcle is the very founda- 
ton’ ‘of the tragedy. A. believer, It seems, in 
absolute monarehy and the divine right of kings, 
‘Shakespeare felt’ deeply about usurpation and 
regiclde: os deeply perhaps as the modern 
Englishman feels about freedom and democracy. 
Usurpation is the theme of a disproportionate 
number of his play—Macbeth, King John, Richard 
If, Rlchard TH, Jullus Caesar, King Lear, As You 
Like ‘It and ‘The Tempest’ being among that 
number. It ts impossible to believe that the 
Danished Duke—always, be it noted, a good man 
“and the regielde were simply dramatic c 
Yenlences. To Shakespeare, clearly, usurpation 
was saerllege: 
Regarded in this manner from which there 
will be little dissent, what greater form of 
dramatic appeal could be made to a people 
whose own code of moral behaviour and re-

The Territorial Army 


‘The recent announcement of the reorganiza- 
tion and expansion of the Territorial Army 
‘once more araws attention to the pecullar 
position in Great Britain with regard to national 
Jdefence.. In the past the main strength of the 
country's defence has been the Navy. ‘The land 
force consists of a Regular Army, voluntarily 
recruited, the chief duty of which’ Js to police 
the vast British Empire overseas, and an 
auxiliary force, the Territorial Army, of civilians 
jwho voluntarily devote their spare time to 
military training, During the Great War, when 
large Expeditionary Fores were sent to the 
various theatres “of war, conscription was 
ultimately introduced, but until then the senti- 
ment of the country’ had always been against 
lcompulsory service. The Prime Minister recently 
fannounced that it is mot this intention to 
[introduce conscription during the lifetime of 
this Parliament; so immediate attention will be 

id to strengthening the Territorial units, The 
fanti-aireraft divisions will be inereaged trom 
two to five, During the past year the number 
lof men serving in the anti-aireratt divisions 
[was doubled; by next year it will almost have 
been doubled again, ‘The new Territorial Army 
‘will, with modifications appropriate to its 
peculiar character, "be given the same content 
land put on the same footing as the Regular 
Army.” Tt is not to be expected that the 
so-called “amateurs” of the Territorial Army, 
lwho have their daily work to do in civil lite, 
jean become in all ways as efficient as the 
“professionals” of the Regular Army: but they 
are now being welded into a formidable force 
tor home defence.

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THE WEIMAR SPEECH 


Nov. 9. 

‘That Herr Hitler's speech at Weimar should’ 
have aroused a certain amount of criticism 
‘seems inevitable when its tone is considered. 
It certainly shows no improvement over his 
‘Saarbruecken address, which was also not 
‘well received abroad, and there is an ever- 
Browing section of world opinion which is 
‘asking when Der Fuehrer will cease from 
this particular method of disseminating irrita- 
tion. The sane view of the whole matter 
fs that much of what he said was designed 
for home consumption, but it is nevertheless! 
regrettable that a leader of the standing of| 
Herr Hitler should make remarks which in‘ 
the present state of Europe cannot but have| 
the most harmful effect. Perhaps the most! 
striking feature of the speech was the attack 
upon such Britons as Mr. Winston Churchill; 
Mr. Anthony Eden and Mr. Arthur Green- 
wood under the general ‘contention that! 
there was a party in Britain desirous of 
war. That is most certainly not the - case. 
The men Herr Hitler har singled out for 

nek differed very strongly from the Prime| 
Minister over the manner in which the task 
fof securing general European appeasement 
should be effected. They would no more 
fhave recklessly launched Britain into a war 
than would Mr. Chamberlain, but their policy 
did envisage the following ‘of lines, which 
in the opinion of many would have led to 
jan early outbreak of hostilities and all the 
revils attendant thereupon. It is a fact -that| 
‘the greater the leaning towards pacifism the 
jgreater the danger of war had the policies 
of Great Britain been in the hands of men 
holding those views, but to suggest that these 
men are aggressively desirous of plunging 
Europe into war is to indicate a complete 
failure to understand British political trends. 
‘There is in Great Britain no more general 
desire for hostilities than there is in Germany, 
and the only real point at issue between Mr. 
Chamberlain and those at variance with him 
is as to what path shall be followed towards 
peace. To talk of a war party end to include| 
within its ranks such men of diametrically 
‘opposed political views as the three men- 
tioned above, and Mr. Duff Cooper, is to 
endeavour to conjure up a bogey which in 
fact does not exist. 


Germany cannot expect any real move to-| 
wards disarmament so long as sentiments 
such as those expressed by Herr Hitler are 
freely broadcast. It would be the height of 
foolishness if Great Britain, in face of such 
utterances, were again to indulge in that 
disarmament which but a few years ago left] 
her in such a state of unpreparedness that] 
British experts expressed the gravest possible 
concern. The grandiose scheme of rearma- 
ment, involving the tremendous cost of] 
£1,500,000,000 fs, it is reported to be supple-| 
mented by the further expenditure of some| 
£900,000,000, It is possible that even this| 
may have to be extended until no less than 
£3,000,000,000 will have been laid out. This: 
is being made necessary not only by the 
revelations made during the recent crisis of 
Britain's unpreparedness, but also because 
lup to the present there is really no sign 
of definitely improved relations, and unlikely 
to be as long as German leaders deliver 
themselves of the sentiments which they have 
been during this last month. What does the 
pact signed by Mr. Chamberlain and Herr 














‘4 Hitler, declaring against war between their 


two countries, really amount to when there! 
{sa repetition of just the type of pinpricking 
which arouses and aggravates resentment? 
Obviously, fine as the sentiment it testifies to 
may be, it can be of little worth so long 
as the parties thereto are not doing their: 
utmost to implement it. ‘That there is a very. 
strong and determined opposition to Mr. 
Chamberlain, in the House of Commons, that) 
he is being very bitterly criticized by some of 
his own supporters as well as the Opposition 
should have no real weight with Herr Hitler, 
for it must be apparent to him that the dif- 
ficulties that democratic nations have in 
dealing with dictatorships are naturally sup- 
plemented by the difficulties dictators have 
in dealing with democracies. The complete 
variance between the two systems is some- 
thing which sooner or later both types of 
government will have to take into considera~| 
tion, and the suoner it is done with a real 
‘and’ sympathetic desire to understand, the 
better it will be for all concerned. 


‘Out of a perplexing situation this emerges 
quite clearly—there is very little likelihood 
} Of all the eloquence of the German leaders’ 
‘ringing about any change in the democratic| 
structure of the British constitution, just as! 
Tittle as the chance of bringing about a change | 
in the government of Germany by similar 
means, ‘Democracies will still believe in that} 
freedom of that Press which Herr Hitler is! 
believed to consider intolerable. It will not 
for one moment be denied that a very con- 
siderable amount of comment which has ap~ 
peared in certain organs both in Great Britain 
and France and elsewhere in the world has 
had little to commend it, but great men should 
find nothing to complain of comment that is! 
fair and just. On that score there is something | 
to be said for the astonishment expressed by 
Mr. Churchill that the hea 
should be bothered by. a Pa 
cupying no official position, 
She ofa party. The British Government can 








most certainly do nothing to curb Mr.| 
Churchill, It might very well prove fruit 
ful of disaster if it tried, for while 
by insidious methods various ‘British Gov- 
ernments have been seeking to circum- 
seribe the activities of the British Press, 
without much public attention being given to} 
the matter, any plan for curbing the utterances 
of such pubbe figures as the men whom Herr 
Hitler criticizes would arouse the greatest 
public indignation, If it were thought in 
Britain that such an attempt were being made | 
to placate the ruler of another Power, the 
government attempting to do such a thing’ 
would probably last only about long enough 
for the Prime Minister to resign. It is ad- 
‘mitted that much has been said and written 
which should not have been, but it would 
be a very foolish British politician who 
‘sought to suppress an essential to the British

THE WHITE RUSSIANS 
Nov. 10. 

Mr. Mare T. Greene has started quite an 
‘active hare by his letter over the recent 
meeting of a number of White Russians in 
the Astor House which decided to establish 
anti-Komintern contacts with political organs 
in Japan, Germany and Italy for the pur- 
‘pose of presenting a common front against 
Communism, His reputation as a writer 
makes it quite certain that he is well able 
to look after himself, despite the spate of| 
letters his original communication has called 
forth, but he need not be surprised if there, 
is quite a deal of difference from the views| 
which he has expressed not only amongst the| 
‘White Russian community but also in other! 
quarters. In the first place the number! 
‘attending the meeting at the Astor House, 
which is in the occupation of the Japanese,, 
‘and affords colour for the suggestion that. 
‘the whole proceedings were under their! 
auspices, represents but a small fraction of| 
‘the White Russians in Shanghai, and most] 
certainly is not to be taken as in any way. 
representative of the whole White Russi 
community at this present juncture, But 
leven if they were it is not easy to see that 
in arriving at the decision they are reported. 
to have done, they have committed any) 
particularly heinous offence. Rather they 
appear to have re-emphasized their own| 
political creed, and in doing what they have 
done have demonstrated their perfectly 
comprehensible enmity to the system which| 
deprives them of their country and their 
rights of nationality. These people who have 
made the decision which Mr. Greene criti- 
clzes so roundly are those, who, for the most, 
part, fled from Russia either because of the| 
horrors of the terror, or because they could 
not subseribe to the political doctrines of. 
those who became masters of the country. 
They resent the existence of a system brought 
into being in circumstances of bestial cruelty. 
such as has shocked the world for years, and| 
in their eyes there can be no compounding 
with that particular devil, the spirit of Com~ 
munism, Between the White Russian and 
‘Communism it must always be war 4. 
outrance. 

Let it be admitted that Mr. Greene is cor= 
rect in contending that these White Russians) 
have allied themselves to mediaeval despotism, 
‘but in admitting that let it be remembered 
that that is the sort of thing from which they, 
fied, and all they have done is to make a! 
choice between what appears to a large| 
section of the world to be but two evils. Of| 
‘Communism they will have none. ‘They will] 
fight it to the very last and those nations 
which are the enemies of Communism are, 
ipso facto, their friends, and they look for- 
ward to the day when ‘the present political 
system of Russia shall have passed away, 
jand something akin to the régime which still 
‘commands their loyalty shall be established. 
These people whom Mr. Greene criticizes are | 
to be held just as loyal to their ideals as he 
undoubtedly is to his, and it is somewhat, 
unworthy of him to suggest, as he appears 
to, that the Astor House decision has come 
from the development of a “keen practical 
jsense out of their difficulties and depriva-' 
tions.” The argument that because some of 
{their large number have received hospitable, 
treatment in democratic countries obliges 
‘them to some degree of loyalty to democra- 
tic ideals is not particularly impressive. It} 
is to be hoped that those who have received 
jsuch benevolent treatment are properly 
grateful to the countries which have afforded 
it, but that is a very far cry from suggesting 
that the White Russian ‘community here 
should adopt similar political ideologies. The | 
history of the White Russian in Shanghai 
is an interesting one, and one which re- 
jdounds greatly to their credit. In the 
course of the last twenty years they have 
built themselves up into a community which 
has a well-recognized and thoroughly- 
deserved place in the foreign communities 
of Shanghai, and starting from the stables 
of private residence which once lined Avenue 
Joffre they have created the shopping] 
‘thoroughfare which is now to be scen as. 
jwitness of their courage, industry and 








demned; it may possibly be praised. 


Nevertheless whatever organization may 
arise out of the meeting in the Astor House 
‘will need to be watched with the closest 
scrutiny. If the creation of 4 White Rus- 
sian organization along similar lines to some 
created in the northern cities is being 
contemplated the conditions created will be 
deplorable, ‘The conduct of certain White 
Russian organs operating for example in 
Harbin, animated as it is claimed by patrio- 
tic motives, has been tinged with a cri- 
minality which we believe is completely 
foreign to the majority of the White Rus- 
sians in Shanghai, and it is clear that they 
‘would suffer considerably where any such 
body to be formed in Shanghai, That is a 
possible development over which there may 
be some future anxiety. Mr. Greene in a 
letter published today suggests that the 
method by which he can be convinced that 
the meeting in question does not represent 
‘the majority of White Russians in Shanghai 
is by a united, categorical repudiation of its 
action. Unfortunately conditions as they 
fare in Shanghai make it imperative that 
White Russians should live as inconspieuous~ 
ly as possible, and any endeavour to secure 
such satisfaction for Mr. Greene would 
aitract in their direction that quality of 
attention which they desire most to escape. 
This journal believes that this particular 
meeting was not representative, and its ac- 
quaintance with the White Russian com- 
munity since its very commencement in 
Shanghai has been fairly close and certainly 
sympathetic, but even if this does not 
eventually prove to be the case, it must be 
remembered that the Communists sowed 
very evil seeds in the hearts of people who 
sitting by the waters of Babylon can and 
do still weep over the country which once 
was theirs and from which they are but 
innocent exiles. 





AFTER TWENTY YEARS 
Nov. 11, 

‘Twenty years ago today the horrendous 
sound of human strife which had occupied 
men’s minds for over four long and weary 
years ended in what seemed to be a strange 
silence, Mankind had become so accustomed 
to war that its cessation left it not only 
dismayed but somewhat disbelieving, unbe~ 
lief arising out of a feeling of unreality. It 
seemed hardly possible that men who had 
pursued the dreadful science of war could 
ever return to the humdrum activities of 
peace, if indeed it were peace, for the events 
of the past two decades have clearly shown 
that bellum magis desierat, quam par 
carperat. ‘That is what the world now 
realizes; it was the end of war, but not neces 
‘sarily the beginning of peace. When the 
mind is thrown back to November 11, 1918, 
the realization on that day that the arms of 
war were to be laid aside and high hopes of 
permanent amity were being raised, it is 
possible to understand how greatly humanity 
has disappointed itself, indeed has frustrated 
itself and robbed itself of all the beneftts 
which it was hoped a war to end war would 
bring. The world has seen since a rapid 
deterioration in international morality, an 
increase in the cynical disregard of national 
‘commitments, so serious that it gives rise to 
the question as to whether or not civilization 
is not even now at the commencement of 
its collapse. All that ended on this day 
twenty years ago was the outward visible 
application of the physical means of struggle, 
‘a fight with other weapons was toward, and 
it has not yet been brought to an end. It 
may never be until another bout of blood- 
letting brings mankind back to some sort of 
sanity, when, however, it may then be too late. 
‘This peace has achieved little or nothing, and 
the grandiose schemes which were laid for 
the future have been in the main brought to 
naught. On two continents warfare is’ being 
prosecuted. For two years past the popula- 
tion of tortured Spain has been the victim 
of warring ideologies, while in China, for 
nearly sixteen months past, millions of in- 
nocent Chinese have been the victims of a 
ruthless invasion in which imperial designs 
are given an ideological mask, 


Since last Armistice Day the world has 
been brought right to the brink of a general 
outbreak of hostilities. During September 
Europe watched aghast the rapid approach 
to what seemed to be inevitable war, a 
war which no nation wanted and which 
was only averted by means which are 
still the subject of considerable controversy. 
‘Calm reflection however will in all probability 
show that while the cost of peace was heavy, 
while sacrifiees had to be made which 
seemed almost too high, realization of what 
would now be happening throughout Europe, 
if Mr. Chamberlain had not been successful, 
must justify the thought that, perhaps, after 
all the price was not too great. On the other 
hand it is unlikely that the world will con- 
sent to pay any higher price, and the respite 
which has now been securoa will need to 
be jealously guarded if present instability is 
to be transformed into greater security.

‘The 
immediate need is a greater amount of faith’ 
between governments, Mr. Chamberlain is} 
experimenting with that end in view, and 
should it be found that there is no ‘faith, 
then the world will, be in so. parlous a 
condition that only in might will there be 
any safety, Faith, justice, tolerance are the 
qualities of which’ the world stands most in 
need in this day and age. Cooperation must 
take the place of ancient grudges, but 
if that is to come about then the ‘latter 
must be firmly eradicated, And, what is 
more, hope is necessary. One of the worst 
things for mankind to do at the present 
moment is to accept the unduly pessimistic 
view of the inevitability of war, To do so 
is to contribute to its ultimate coming: to 
reject it the best possible assurance for the 
future of peace. A war psychosis is the 
worst possible thing that can be encouraged 
at the present moment. Instead there should 
bbe fostered a determination to do everything 
possible to bring about the functioning of 
every factor operating in favour of interna~ 
tional friendship. Such are easily recogniz 
able in international politics of today, but! 
the chief is the importation of a greater 
degree of justice into national relationships, 
a justice which will have to be as rigorously 
served as any of the more pressing demands 
of war, ‘That this will necessitate a con- 
siderable modification of the national outlook 
of the countries involved in the Great War 
Js certain, but that should not be impossible 
to effect.’

BROADCAST BIRTHDAY 
Nov. 14. 

Today marks the commencement of the 
sixteenth year in the history of British broad~ 
jeasting. it is true that in 1919 a station 
loperated by the Marconi Co. conducted ex- 
perimental transmissions from Chelmsford, 
but these were not continued. In 1922 on 
ithe initiation of wireless amateurs broad- 
jcasting was begun afresh from Writtle, near 
Chelmsford, and very shortly afterwards, as 
{the result of negotiations between the Post 
master General and the leading radio firms 
jand other interests, the British Broadcasting 
Company was set up. The scheme unified 
jcontrol over a nation-wide system, operated 
jin close collaboration with the Post Office, 
‘and has made possible the development of 


wuitaneous broadcasting on a scale un- 
mown clewhere, They were the gave of 
the erystal receivers and comparatively weal 
transmissions, but in three years this form 
of popular entertainment had so caught on 
"that by December 1925 the number of 
licences issued by the BBC. totalled no 
fewer than 1,500,000. Last year the number 
issued by the British Broadcasting Corpora 
tion as it is now known was 8,187,308 not! 
| including. those issued ¢o the blind for which 
payment was not demanded. Broadcasts de- 
Signed to serve every part of the British Empire 
were eventually developed as receivers were 
Improved, and practically throughout the day 
the BBC. is emitting news or entertainment 
which reaches practically every part of the, 
‘world, Simultaneously with this huge deve 
opment research was continuing into the 
problem of television, and this has progressed 
to such an extent that it has become a very 
real factor in the future entertainment and 
edueation of those who in the not very dis 
tance future will not only be able to listen 
in but also to see. Much has yet to be done 
before television apparatus will be sold as 
[cheaply as the present machines for listen- 
ing-in, but it is confidently expected that the 
ime will come when television sets. will be 
just as plentiful as the present very excellent 
instruments. Already they are commercially 
available, but prices are still high, though 
as transmission improves so will the market 
for receiving sets with a consequent reduction 
in cost through mass production. 

A study of the various European broadcast~ 
‘programmes indicates a very real common 
factor in the various national cultures, 
‘and in fact there is very little to choose in 
the nature of the fare provided by the 
various stations throughout the Continent, 
giving some hope that ‘one of these days a 
better cultural understanding will be possible 
than at present exists. But broadcasting 
has not been wholly an unmixed blessing. 
In Britain advertising has been kept out of 
the programmes, owing to the success of the 
licensing system in bringing in adequate re~ 
venue for the operation of Broadcasting 
House and the preparation of suitable fare 
for the owners of receiving sets. In other 
countries trade announcements still form the 
main source of revenue, and the enjoyment 
of the programmes is often marred by state- 
ments as to the manufacturers, etc, who 
are sponsoring the various items. ‘That the 
radio has become a powerful “advertising 
force is undeniable, but the tendency to 
overdo it is a constant source of irritation, 
‘The inclusion of news in the daily broad- 
casts was stoutly resisted in Great Britain 

















ould injure the fortunes of the newspapers. 
‘That has turned out to be a wholly mistaken 
idea, and while undoubtedly canvassing 
campaigns have had a great deal to do with 
the Immense circulations of today, it is pos- 
ible that the radio, far from injuring the 
newspaper, stimulated curiosity amongst 
listeners-in and induced them to buy papers: 
for the purpose of reading in full what they 
had already heard in brief, It may to some ex- 
tent have been responsible for developing the 
news policies of certain of the national news- 
papers along lines somewhat different trom 
the original concept of journalism, and not 
Particularly happy ones at that, but the 
amount of harm done is small compared with 
|the good. Whether television will have any 
worse effect remains to be seen, though the 
fact thata watcher would beable to see only 
one thing at a time whether it-were a foot- 
ball match or a fashion review, indicates 
that even from this direction the newspaper 
hhas not much to fear, 


‘That the radio is a potent weapon for pro- 
paganda has already been proved especially 
Jn connecton with that directed towards the 
Moslem world, which necessitated counter- 
methods by Great Britain as recently as two 
, Years ago. Its potency is in all probability 
only useful in times of peace, for it is concelv- 
able that one of the features of any outbreak 
of hostilities would be the complete “jam- 
ming” of the air, in which event the broad- 
cast would become useless, as a means of 
propaganda offence or defence. Limiting 
consideration only to broadeasting's peace- 
time uses one of the main points with which 
future historians will probably concern them- 
selves will be the part it has played-in the 
| educational development of the people. It is 
undoubtedly too early to endeavour to-esti 
mate the radio's value in this respect, though 
it wil probably be found that it has stimulated 
much of that curiosity which induces 
many to study. Of this there can be 
little doubt: the broadcasting of good music 
has already done much towards improving 
; the nation’s musical taste, and while there is 
| much Foom for improvement, musial 
‘appreciation is much higher. It’ may. be

HE Japanese have almost completed the first half of their drive

Pincer Movement 
‘Shanghai, Nov. 8. 

Manceuvring swiftly to ‘execute a 
broad pincer movement around re- 
treating Chinese troops, three Japan- 
ese detachments yesterday were bear- 
ing down on Yochow, approximately 
18) kilometres, up-stream from Han- 
ow, after capturing Sintienchen and 
‘Wulipai, according to dispatehes from 
Domei field correspondents. 

‘One detachment gained control of 
the important highway linking Yochow | 
‘and ‘Tsungyang on November G by 
capturing Wullpal, railway town 
about 40 kilometres north-east of 
Yochow. 

This column was following closely 
on the heels of Chinese troops which 
were “completely routed” in the 
Wilipai area, the dispatches said, 

Another detachment captured Sin- 
tienchen, a Chinese stronghold on the 
Hupeh-Hunan border 20 kilometres | 
south-west of Puchi, ‘at 7 pm. on 
November 6 after an'all-day battle, 

‘Tho nature of the terrain enabled 
the Chinese to offer stout resistance 
‘around Sintienchen. After the Japan- 
ese smashed through the defence 
Uine the Chinese began a rapid re- 
reat and were pursued throughout, 
the night of Nov. 6, Domet corres- 
pondents at the front reported. 








Chinese “Wavering” 


The Japanese were sald to have 
reached positions in the centre of the 
Chinese forces deployed between 
Shihyushan and Yangkiachuang. ‘The 
Chinese line here was said to he 
“wavering.” 

‘Meanwhile another Japanese de- 
tachment completed a mopping-up 
drive around §Kangkow on the 
Canton-Hankow Railway and co- 
operated with the other columns 
pursuing the Chinese falling back 
toward Yochow. 

‘The Chinese retreated so rapidly 
that they eft behind large amounts 
of arms and ammunition and even 
portable wash basins, a message from 
Sintienchen stated, 

All the sectors ‘around Tsungyang 
were in the hands of Japanese troops 
by the afternoon of Nov. 6, another 
‘message from Wuchang claimed.

Mission Property 
In Hofei Seized 


Since the fall of Hofel all American 
mission property was taken over by 
the authorities except the mission 
hospital compound and buildings. 
The reason this property was not 
confiscated was only because Mr. 
Burch, an American citizen, was able 
to argue them out of it when they 
Drought pressure to bear upon him, 
and because he was continually 
“sitting on the place." ‘The other 
property was occupied, thoroughly 
looted and utilized up for military 
purposes. ‘The occupied property in- 
eluded the Coe Memorial Girls 
‘School, the Agricultural Centre, the 
private residence of Mr. O. J. Goule 
fer, the private residence of the

‘The two latter residences have just 
now been returned to mission control, 
‘and rice and other foodstufls were 
tumed over to Mr. Burch as partial 
rent for the same. ‘Thus for the first 
ime recognition has been given that 
American properly wag being or had 
[been occupied by the military. But 
the Coe Memorial Girls School 
property, they insist, is so far as they 
fare concerned, not Amerlean proper- 
ty, since Chinese soldiers were found 
in it by them and were driven out 
by them. ‘The Agricultural Centre 
Js still being used as the headquar- 
ters for the local self-government 
bureau, ‘ 

It is reported that of the original 
75,000 civilians of Hofel there are 
only about 3,000 left in the city, and 
that these are not living in thelr own, 
homes but have been given two small 
districts in the southern part of the 
city in which (o find residence, All 
other areas are being occupied “by 
military barracks and. supplies, but 
much of the city has been destroyed. 

Oplum Being Reintroduced 

Opium is being reintroduced into 
Hofel, and it is reported that about 
80 per cent, of the civilian population 
are now opium addicts, ‘The deposed 
Nanking Government had done a fine 
piece of work there three years ago 
fn curbing the use of oplum and in- 
ducing addicts to take treatment 10 
break the habit. 

‘There is no cessation of the enor- 
mous flow of munition supplies out 
‘of Wuhu. Most of it is unloaded 
from occan-going steamers onto the 
river bank, and then reloaded onto 
large “put-puts” and ferried to Lu 
Chiko, across and ten miles down 
the river, to the rail head running 
to Hotel.’ There is a continuous pro- 
cession of these small transports back 
and forth all day and every day. It 
impresses one with the efliciency and. 
enormity of the Japanese military 
machine, 

‘The writer has had numerous con- 
ferences with Chinese civilians com- 
ing to Wubu from Hofel overland 
through Chinese controlled territory. 
With proper guerilla passes no dift- 
culties were reported, but others had 
plenty of trouble and even torture, 
‘One party was taken by a guerilla 
band, stripped of all clothing and 
burned with faming straw torches to 
get money. Others were not tortured 
ut made to pay taxes to pass 
through. Four days ago a band got 
out of hand in the Wuwelchow dis- 
trict and carried off 20 young women, 
robbed travellers of money, clothes 
tnd bedding: and the gates’ of Wu- 
weichow had to be closed for four 
days. It is reported that the magis- 
trate there was killed, 

Coat Permits Necessary 

Mr. Olson, an American resident 
at Wuhu, has been trying to buy coal, 
He learned that it is necessary to 
obtain coal purchasing permite from 
the Japanese military before fuel 
may be purchased from coal dealers. 
After being sent trom place to place 
without results he was finally inform- 
ed that foreign residents in Wuhu 
‘could not obtain coal any more; that 
coal was not to be" provided for 
foreigners. Yet the writer saw no 
lack of coal in Wuhu, for the roads 
were full of barrows taking It to 
Japanese and Chinese shops and re- 
sidents, At the same time all forelgn 
commercial shipping is closed.

‘Military experts estimated that 
more than 40 per cent. of the Chinese 
troops had lost their arms and 
ammunition, including rifles and 
machine guns, in their hasty retreat 
from the Wuhan cities.

able were not found until the book 
had been on sale for ten days, 

‘The police censors ordered the book 
withdrawn from cireulation pending 
removal of the offending sections, 
which are stated to, have dealt with 
“Christian pacificism and a general 
‘condemnation of war.” 

Why Old Decree Was Abolishe 
The old censorship decree under 
which publishers were required to 
hold all books for police inspection 
before releasing them was abolished 
several years ago, as it was considered 
"detrimental to the dissemination of 
culture.” 

Since the oulbreak of hostilities in 
China, the censors have scrutinized 
the proofs of all books relating In any 
‘way to the War, Navy and Foreign 
‘Omlees, 

Publications concerned with general 
politics, economy, selence and the 
arts, however, have not been studied 
until after they have gone on sale, 

It is. probable now, howover, that 
all such books will be scanned 
thoroughly before they are distributed, 
no matter how innocuous their con- 
tents may appear to be—Reuter.

University Still in 
Japan’s Hands 


Shanghss, Nov. 11 
Despite the announcement of the 
Japanese Government some months 
‘ago that the premises of the Univer~ 
sity of Shanghai were being returned 
to the trustees, the Japanese remain 
in occupation and an inspection made 
‘representatives of the owners on 
Nov. 7 revealed that the property 
had suffered extensive damage from 
the hostilities and from looting. 
‘Members of the Administrative 
Commission who visited the Univer= 
sity’ included Messrs L. C. Hylbert, 
Chairman, M. T. Rankin, Foreign 
Mission Board of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, and W. R. Taylor, Amer~ 
Jean Baptist Foreign Mission Society 
of the Northern Baptist Convention. 
who issued the following statement 
yesterday: 
“In view of the unauthorized re- 
ports which have appeared inthe 
public press regarding the recent 
visit by representatives. of the owners. 
to the University of Shanghai on 
November 7, 1938, we deem it advis- 
able to issue the following statement, 
"We were escorted to the campus. 
While there we had free access to 
all the buildings. We had liberty 10 
‘make inspections by groups or as 
individuals, There was no hurry oF 
imitations upon our investigations or 
movements while on the eampus. 
‘Extensive damage had been done 
to all the property. by shells. bombs, 
‘and shrapnel. Concussions from 
heavy explosions shattered windows 
‘and played havoc with tiles. Because 
of the leaking roofs, broken windows, 
‘bomb and shell holes, the interior of 
the buildings, walls,” and floors are 
fast deteriorating from exposure to 
vain and. storms. 
All Buildings Looted 


“AL buildings on the campus had 
bbeen broken into and looted. Practi- 
cally everything In the way of 
movable contents had disappeared 
from the residences, dormitories, a- 
oratories, and from the Administea 
tive ‘and’ Treasury buildings. The 
only ray of hope came from the fact 
that a considerable portion of the 
brary and twelve pianos are there. 
“The property is still held by the 
Japanese. “The University has not 
been returned to the American 
Baptist Missions, Nogotiations for the 
relurn of the University and com- 
ensation for damages are pending. 
The Commissioners ‘will continue to 
Press for the return of the property. 

"So long as the American Baptist 
Missions are deprived of full and free 
use of the property we shall continue 
to claim compensation (rom the 
‘Japanese authorities, based upon the 
full value of the property and the|

Japanese Home 


shanghai, Nov. 10. 

In an attempt to murder a member 
lof the Special Service Section of the 
Japanese Army, Mr. Sasaki, and sev- 
feral of his friends including Formo- 
sans and Chinese, four hand-grenades 
were hurled into’ his residence at 65 
JGordon Road last night by an_un- 
known number of Chinese, several of| 
whom fired shots after the missiles 
had been thrown, with the result that, 
Ja Chinese servant was injured and 
removed to hospital. 

The grenades were thrown during 
Ja party which had been given by Mr. 
Saraki, in honour of his friend Mr. 
Ko, a’ Formosan, to celebrate his| 
engagement to a Chinese girl, Miss 
‘Tsang. At about 8 pm. the party’ 
broke up in confusion as three sud- 
den explosions occurred in diferent, 
parts of the building, these being 
followed by the firing of several 
pistols, windows being shattered and 
much ‘damage being done to the ex- 
terior of the house.

Mail Service 


Shanghal, Nov. 15. 

Air mail service’ will be re- 
sumed between Shanghai and 
Nanking today. Only letters 
and posteards will be accepted 
at the Post Office for the 
present. 

In addition to the ordinary 
postage stamps an aviation 
postage stamp for 25 cents will 
be required for a letter weigh- 
ing not more than 20 grams and 
15 cents for.a postcard.

Anniversary 


Shanghai, Nov. 11, 
‘The 163rd anniversory ot the form- 
otion. of the United States Marine 
Corps was colebrated in Shanghai 
yesterday afternoon when the Fourth 
Regiment of the Corps, which is 
stationed in the city ,was reviewed at 
‘an impressive ceremonial parade held 
‘on the Polo Ground of the Racecourse 
by Admiral H. E, Yarnell, Commander 
of the United States Asiatic Fleet, 

Clothed In their olive drab service 
ress the Marines, together with thelr 
band formed and ‘colours flying, made 
@ colourful picture as they marched 
past the saluting buse in review 
order. Here Admiral Yarnell took 
the salute while Col. Joseph C, Fegan, 
the Regiment's new commander, 
stood at his side. ‘The parading units 
were commanded by Licut,-Col, 
W. C. Hawthorne, and were ‘com- 
plimented by Admiral Yarnell at the 
conclusion of the ceremonies, 

Created by a special Act of Con- 
gress_ on November 10, 1775, the 
United States Marine Corps did not 
‘become a permanent force tintil 1798, 
‘The Corps possesses a unique record 
Jm the fact that it Is older than any 
other military organization existing 
in the United States, being older than 
the present form of government in the 
country. 


Regiment Divided 


Commencing with a brilliant record 
jn ‘the War of Independence, the 
Corps took a major part in the fight. 
Ingg in the War of 1812 and the de- 
fence of Washington, ‘They also 
ured prominently tn the war with 
Mexico. 

During the Civil War the ranks of 
the "Leathernecks" were divided be- 
tween the North and the South, Tater 
becoming united once more as the 
Aghting was brought to a conclusion, 
Tn the Spanish American War the 
Marines served both ashore and afloat 
and were with Dewey In Maniln Bay, 
takeing part In the eanture of Cavite 
and the storming of Manila, 

When the Boxer Rebellion burst 
Into flames in China the Marines 
were Innded to protect foreign lives 
and property and they alo landed 
and foueht in Formosa. Samoa and 
Korea, From 1900 to 1922 the Corns 
took part in many expeditions, most 
of them being to Central Amerlean 
countries. They established peace in 
Panama and played a mator role in 
the expedition to Niearacun, Tn 1914 
Marines were landed and Vora Cruz 
in Mexico captured, ‘They held the 
city until the arrival of Army units, 

‘Marine tandings have also taken 
place in Haiti and Son Domingo and 
in 1918 when the Great War was 
raging in Europe the sovernorshi 
of both islands was taken over, Tn 
Cuba they plaved an important part 
during the battle of Santiago Bay. 

During the World War the Marines 
formed part of the «reat exnedition= 
ary force which arrived in France in 
June 1917, more than 20.000 men from, 
the Corps’ being amonk the first troops 
to set foot on French soil. Ax nart 
of the Second Division thoy distin« 
uished themselves in many battles 
Today the Marine Corps holds an 
exalted position among the fighting 
forees of their country and their 
record is one of which they may be 
justifiably proud,

Court Fees 

Of late the Chinese court, the only 
fourt with which the Russian Colony 
feats, has raised its fees. Formerly 
fo slart an action in court for a sum 
up lo $10 required the tax of 45 cents, 
up (0 825-00 cents, from $25 to 
$8082.25, from $50 to $75—$3.0, 
{rom 815 to $100~$4.50, from $100 to 
200-89, with am ‘additional tax of 
8800 for every $100 up to. the sum 
of $1000, From $1,000 to $2,000 the 
lax comprised $37.50, and soon con- 
tinuing to rise. "New regulations rule 
that to sue for a sum not more than 
25 requires no tax at all. ‘This makes 
‘tecsier for the petty creditor to de- 
fend his rights in court, even en- 
abling servants to sue defaulting 
employers. ‘Thus the only remaining 
expense I 90 cents. for the blank. 
To sue for a sum ranging trom §25 
lo $80 requires a tax of $3, from §50 
‘a $100—$4.50, and from $100 to $1,000 
=8150 for every $100; while “for 
tvery $100 from $1,000 to $5,000 the 
tix increases by $8.00 for every $100, 
For a second hearing in the High 
Court and Supreme Court taxes are 
exacted! on the same basis, but with 
2.80 por cont. increase on’ the taxes 
raid for the frst hearing. On the

Conclave of Bishops 


Archbishop Meleti, who took part 
im the conclave of Orthodox Bishops 
In Belgrade, has arrived in Shanghal. 
Over 100 people participated in this 
conclave, which ‘took plsce in the 
palace of the Patriarch of Serbia, 
Contrary to reports current at the 
time, the question of canonizing the 
late Emperor Nicholas II did not 
arise, but it was resolved that prayer- 
meetings to his memory be held 
everywhere, Prot. V. Paviovsky of 
Harbin who when he took to the cloth 
was made Archimandrite Vasili, 
has been appointed Bishop. to 
Potsdam (Germany), On his return 
trip Archbishop Meleti passed through 
Rome, where he stayed for a. week 
‘and where he was very warmly met 
by the Russian colony. In Bari he 
prayed before the remains of St. 
Nicholas, who was highly revered in 
Russia," After that Bishop Meleti 
spent 12 days in Palestine, where in 
spite of the unsettled conditions, he 
was able, due to the vigilant policing 
of the highways by the authorities, to 
visit’ all the holy places in that 
country. Archbishop Nestor, who 
after ‘his ‘trip to India spent some 
time in Malabar, India, the residence 
of many Hindus of the Orthodox 
faith, will also shortly arrive in 
Shanghai, Archbishop Nestor’s de- 
parture from India om November 13 
was necessitated by an illness caused 
by the unhealthy climate. 
Distinguished Soldier 

With a career of exceptional in- 
terest behind him, Col. N. D. Koltz 
died in Shanghai ‘on November 10. 
Born in 1877, Col. Koltz joined the 
famous cholr of Argenev-Slaviansky 
when yet a boy, and visited many: 
foreign countries. Later he went to 
Siberia, where he graduated from 
the Infantry Military School _as a 
Heutenant, and-served on the Pamir 
border, During the Great War he 
was stationed at the Caucasian front. 
and on its termination had aitained 
[the rank of Colonel. When the Civil 
War flared up Col. Koltz became the 
commander of a Kirghiz brigade. 
After the collapse of the White front 
he was arrested and sentenced to be 
shot. From this fate, however, h 
was rescued by a distant relative. 
Commissar Kulbyshev, who recently 
‘committed suicide in ' Moscow. Col. 
Koltz then fled to Persia, traversed, 
it on foot and reached Mesopotamia, 
from where British authorities sent 
him to India where other Russian 
oMeers and soldiers were interned 
in a special camp. From there he| 
returned to Valdivostok, and again 
Joined the Civil War. ‘In 1922 he| 
was evacuated with the White Army 
to Genzan, Korea. His last years in 
Shanghai were spent as a watchman. 
During the local hostilities he was 
trapped in Yangtzepoo, and until a 
motor boat was sent to rescue him. 
was forced to stay there for several 
days without food. The deceased has 
‘been survived by his aged wife,

Three Killed at Level 
Crossing Here 


Shanghai, Nov. 12. 
In the first crossing accident since 
the resumption of traMe on the rail- 
ways near Shanghai after the hoatlll- 
ties, two Japanese and one Chinese 
were killed, while another Japanese 
was critically injured yesterday. 

The mishap occurred at 6 o'clock 
in the morning at the East Paoshing 
Road crossing of the Shanghal-Woo- 
sung Railway. The automobile in 
which the three Japanese were riding, 
with a Chinese chauffeur at the con- 
trols, was hit by a gasoline-driven 
railway coach bound from Shanghat 
North Station to Woosung. 

‘Thrown out of the car by the im- 
pact, Mr. Akira Hayashida, 30, and: 
‘Mr, Katsuzo Fukushima, 45, as well as 
the chauffeur, Sun Shun-sheng, were 
killed instantly. Mr, Tatsujiro 
Tashiro, 60, owner of the car, was 
seriously injured. All three Japanese 
were restaurant operators,

Assassin Wounds 
Kiating Official 


Shanghal, Nov. 13, 

Kinting’s Director of Police under| 
the "Reformed Government” was 
made the target of an assassin’s 
Dullets yesterday morning ina 
erowded downtown street hung with 
Chinese Government fags. and was| 
so seriously wounded that his life was 
despaired of last night. A courageous: 
and alert foreign’ pollee sergeant 
chased the assailant, who fired three 
shots at him without wounding him. 
Tho policemen in turn fired four 
shots and managed {o arrest the 
desperado, It was the only serious 
ineldent of a political nature which 
took place on yesterday's anniver- 
sary, 

‘The bravery and presence of mind 
of Sergeant J, Salisbury, attached to 
the Louza “Police Station, was 
responsible for the arrest of the 
would-be assassin. ‘The shooting, in 
the course of which nearly thirty 
bullets were fired, started at about 9 
am. in Chekiang Road, near Foochow 
Road, in the heart of the congested 
Louza district, ‘The target for the 
fassassin's bullets, Yul Yao-tsang, 
former Kiating detective and now 
Director of Police there under | the 
Japanese-sponsored administration, 
was riding in a public rickshaw 
when he was shot in the back with 
heavy-ealibre revolver. 

Pollee Chase Gunman 

‘The assailant, who was apparently 
unaccompanied, trfed to escape by 
running into" Foochow Road and 
turning east, A Chinese witness 
‘who later disappeared tipped the 
police off and Sergeant Salisbury and 
Chinese constables started to chase 
the desperado. ‘The man fired three 
shots at the tall foreign policeman 
‘at close range, missed him every 
time, and was in turn fired on by 
Salisbury and the Chinese constables 
while rinning. Altogether, the police 
fired some twenty rounds of pistol 
ammunition, one of the bullets 
striking the’ gunman in the ankle and 
bringing him down, 

Sergeant Salisbury then arrested 
the man and seized the revolver—a 
45. callbre Webley—from which he 
had’ fired altogether six bullets. ‘The 
assassin was taken to the Pollee 
Hospital in a Fire Brigade ambule 
‘ance, while the Kiating police chie? 
‘and a wounded passer-by were both 
taken to the Lester Chinese. Hos- 
pital, The condition of the Kiating 
offielal was considered critical last 
night, He is Kept under armed 
‘guard at the hospital, 

‘Turn-out In Steel Vests 

‘An alarm sent to Louza Police 
Station brought uniformed and de- 
teetive personnel in steel waistcoats 
to the scene immediately after the 
shooting. Chief Inspector A. HE. 
Chamberlain and Detective Inspector 
George Bennett directed a search of 
the “neighbourhood, and. Inspector 
Bennett took charge of the eriminal 
Investigation, 

wing to the congestion of the 
istrict and the heavy traMe at the 
‘time of the shooting it was considered 
very fortunate that no more persons 
were injured in the exchange of fire.

Mr, J. J. Chollot 
Shanghai, Nov. 9. 

Formerly chief engineer of the 
French Municipal Council, Public 
Works Department, and a leading 
member of the French community in 
Shanghai Mr, Joseph Julien Chollot 
died early yesterday morning at the 
age of 77. 

‘Mr. Chollot, who was born at Metz 
in 1861, received a diploma for civil 
‘engineering follownig which he came

system and the improvement of 
roads. He also designed the French 
Consulate-General which stands on 
the Qual de France, ‘the French 
waterworks at Tonkadou, and the old 
power station on Yangkingpang, a 
creck which was filled in and is now 
Avenue Edward VII. 
Later, Mr. Chollot became interest 
ed in the really business and he was 
fone of the founders and directors of 
the Fonciere et Immobiliere de 
Chine, being its chairman for several 
“He had been also director of 
the former newspaper “Echo de 
Chine” and director and chairman of 
the Oriental Press. 
Mr. Chollot was married in 1886 
and ‘two years ago celebrated his 
golden wedding anniversary. He 
eaves four children Pierre, manager 
of the Fonciere et Immobiliere de 
Chine, Jean, for many years a mem.

In other words, they 
have co-operated, financially and 
otherwise, for the welfare of Shang- 
hhal, and yet...and yet what do they 
have? Nothing that they can boast 
of except {wo o three national as- 
sociations, whereas others who have 
‘come much later than them have all 
Why? Because there has always 
been that peculiar lack of Interest, 
lack of union and lack of confidence 
amongst, them. 

One striking example 1s when a 
Portuguese Jad leaves school, Ax 
soon a3 he leaves school he lays aside 
his books, indulges himself in sports, 
cinemas, elubs, dancing and. calling 
fn friends and girl friends, Included 
In this should also: be the time he 
looks about for a job, And his 
‘books? Taboo with them! ‘Try to 
induce him to learn something else 
whilst looking for a job and you will 
probably be told that he has had 
‘enough of studies whilst In school. 
Question him about his professional 
aspirations and he will probably tell 
you that his uncle could place him 
in one of the banking establishments, 
Of his education, only English he 
knows, with a smattering of accounts 
whilst’ three per cent, of his. school- 
mates may know an additional Jangu: 

Freneh, At home he speaks 
English although his father or mother 
may have learnt Portuguese years 
ago at Macao. Of history he will

‘The plaintiffs are joined under Rule 
79() of the Rules of Court, 1905, 
‘That rule, “as it stands, is ‘almost 
unintelligible and must be interpreted 
in ‘the sight of ‘the. corresponding 
County and Supreme Court Rules of 
Which itis but a feeble. simulacrum, 
It was apparently taken {rom Order

‘of the Rules of the Supreme Court, 
is amended in the same year by 
ine insertion of the words "in respect

carpenters were already on the pre- 
mises. Tt was admitted at the hearing, 
that the rooms were not required for 
repairs, but that the defendant wished 
to get td of the servants for various 
alleged acts of misconduct. She had 
complained to the second plaintif 
about the birth of°a child in her 
servant's room on March 14; the birth 
was apparently premature and the 
baby was removed about a month 
later as soon as somebody could be 
found to look after it. She had com- 
plained to the third plaintitt in June

Now the common and universal 
principle of law (Chitty, 17th Ed. p. 
97) is that an agreement ought to re- 
ceive that construction which its 
Innguage will admit, that wilt best 
effectuate the intention of the parties, 
Jand that greater regard is to be had 
to the clear intent of the parties than 
to any particular word which they 
‘may have used in the expression of 
their intent.

German Claims 
For Colonies 


Berlin, Nov. 12. 

“We shall not cease ‘to demand 
‘again and again our irrevocable right 
to colonial co-operation, our ‘place in 
the sun of Africa’” writes Dr. H.W. 
Baver, a writer on colonial subjects, 
{in his book just published “Germany's 
Colonial Claim and the: World.” 

Only. the abolition of the present 
condition in which Germany ‘is ex- 
eluded from colonial ‘possessions will 
contribute to a diminution of tension 
in the world, he declares. 

Dr. Bauer sums up his views as 
follows: 

“It belongs to Germany's uncondl- 
tional demand for equality that our 
vital needs should be respected and 
that the discriminating treatment 
accorded us in the colonial feld 
should end. 

“We are a second class nation it 
no attention is paid to.our claim to 
colonial rights. 


Root of World ‘Tension 


“The division into those who have 
colonies and those who have not 
colonies, which the so-called ‘great 
democracies’ still want to maintain, 
is no basis for a sound world order. 

“the tension it produces has a bad 
effect. No matter what may be said 
today, only the abolition of the pre- 
vailing untenable condition will con- 
tribute to a lessening of tension in 
the world and to appeasement!” 

‘The argument that Germany de- 
sires colonies in order to build naval 
bases there and threaten other ni 
tions he parries as follows: 

“It is not understood how German 
colonies could endanger the security 
of the British Empire, especially as 
by the conclusion of the naval pact 
with Britain, Germany gave the best 
proof of not touching Britain's vital 
Interests, And this will be no differ- 
ent after Germany has regained her 
colonies. 

“Not ‘imperialism compels us to 
raise the colonial claim, but solely 
urgent economic necessities. 


Whites Should Not Fight 


“Military considerations are com- 
pletely excluded. For this reason 
‘also white peoples should never again 
ight one another after the terrible 
‘and serious experience of the world 
war, May the joint factors of 
Europe's colonial future in the Afri- 
‘can sphere be at last realized.’ 

Dr. Bauer, in discussing arguments 
which have been raised in recent 
years against the return of her 
colonies to Germany, refers to one: 
that Germany would ‘not be suited to, 
administer different peoples in view 
of her race theories. 

‘To this the author replies: “Ger- 
many's race policy respects the na- 
tive. It wants to preserve him in his 
natural individuality, in his tribe and 
family ties, as well’ as ir his other

Head of American System, 


Passes at Age of 64; Completed First Pacific Cable

Big business’ man, sportsman, patron 
of the arts, aviation enthusiast and 
philanthropist, Mr. Mackay's career| 
was as diversified as his. background| 
was Yomantle, He possessed one of 
the most versatile "personalities in| 
‘American publie life. 

Born. in San. Francisco April 17, 
1874, Mr. ‘Mackay was educated and 
spent most of his oarly years in Eng-| 
Tand and France. His father was Mr. 
John W. Mackay. one of the pictures 
‘aue characters in Amesican’ history, 
who came to this country as a poor 
‘boy from Ireland and became one of 
the empire builders of the Far West 
‘by his discovery of the famous Bon- 
‘hza ore body, the richest deposit of 
silver found up to that time, Later: 
he entered the electrical communica 
tions eld by laying cables across the 
Atlantic in’ competition with the| 
powerful group headed by Mr. Jay 
Goud 

‘Mr. Mackay's mother, Mrs, Marie| 
Louis (Hungerford-Bryant) Mackay, 
‘was noted chiefly in London and Paris| 
aga patron of the arts and for the 
magnificence of her entertainments. 
‘Mr. Mackay inherited chiefly his 
father's energy, foresight and business 
capfielty, while his love for music 
reflected’ the maternal influence. 


First Paetile Cable 

Returning to the United States after 
ygeaduating’ from Beaumont College, 
England, in 1892, Mr. Mackay entered 
his father’s ofice and became presi« 
dent of the American Foreite Powder| 
Company. On the death of the elder| 
Mackay, in 1902, he assumed the pre-! 
sideney’ at the’ MacMay System of| 
telegraphs and cables. 

His first contribution to the world’ 
of electrical comynunications was the| 
completion of the first trans-Pacitle 
cable between the United States and| 
the Far East in 1904. In 1007 the first 
eable between New York and Cuba' 
was put into service. 

During the same period, the Mackay 
system consolidated. ts position in the! 
Atlantic by contracts with the German| 
Cable Co, ‘operating between New! 
York and'Emden, and by laying two| 
additional cables, ‘one connecting with; 
the Azores and serving southern| 
Europe, the othen linking: New  York| 
and Ireland, serving Great Britain and’ 
northern Europe. 


Companies Merged 

Tn 1928, negotiations between the 
Mackay companies and. the Inter- 
ational “Telephone and Telegraph 
Corp, resulted in a merger of the two| 
interests. In the previous year the| 
Mackay’ companies had ‘aequired| 
operating rights in the Federal Radio| 
Co, thus becoming the first coms| 
munications service in the world (o| 
operate radio, cables and telegraph! 
nes under one management. 

In addition to being president and. 
4 director of the companies making| 
up the Mackay system, Mr. Mackay 

was a director and member of 
the executive committee of the Inter-| 
national Telephone und Telegraph 

Corp. and a director of the Guaranty| 
Trust Co, of New York. 

‘Throughout his long business career 
Mr. Mackay was keenly interested in| 
sports and had more than 60 cups and| 
trophies to his eredit. He held several| 
squash championships and also. was 
known as an expert rifle shot. 
Racing also occupied his attention and| 
for soveral years the Mackay colors 
were seen on all the leading eastera| 
race tracks. On the death of his 
father Mr. Mackay retired from the 
turf and confined himself to breeding| 
‘thoroughbreds. 


Collector of Armour 

Long devoted to art, Mr. Mackay 
‘was Feputed to have one of the finest 
private armour collections in the| 
‘world, as well as an outstanding col- 
lection of pictures, tapestries and rugs. 
He was a trustee of the Metropolitan, 
Muscum of Art. 

In the world of music, Mr. Mackay 
was a member of the board of dirce-| 
tors of the Metropolitan Opera Com. 
pany and chairman of the board of 
directors of the Philharmonie-Symph- 
ony Society of New York. He was 
moving spirit in the organization of| 
the Chicago Grand Opera Company. 

‘The musical strain inthe family 
came to the fore again in 1925 when 
his daughter, Ellin, married " Mr. 
Irving Berlin, the song writer and|

‘Was the President's action in appealing to 
the two dictators a reversal of American 
policy? Ofcials say no; many commentators | 
say yes, The exact picture is better under- 
stood if the confused nature of American’ 
foreign policy is remembered. 

In the landscape of American foreign 
policy, looming through the mists of con- 
flicting interpretation, there towers one| 
[dominating feature—the Mt. Fuji of Ameri- 
ean foreign policy—the Neutrality Act. The 
Act is based on the assumption that there is. 
no right or wrong in wars fought outside the 
western hemisphere. There are merely bel- 
ligerents who must all be treated alike. 

‘The present Secretary of State, Mr. Cordell 
Hull, was a prophet of a new conception of

‘Tso-lin, Mr. Vespa embarked “upon 
various commercial undertakings, but 
In 1932, when the Japanese became 
imaslers’ of Manchuria, he says that 
they forced him into thelr own ser- 
viee, holding him to ransom by the| 
simple method of threatening the safety 
of his family if he refused to serve 
them, Mr, Vespa states that thus he 
became the unwilling tool of the 
Japanese secret service. He did.

culty before he succeeded in obtain~ 
ing the freedom of his wife and 
family who were held up for a very 
considerable time, Mrs. Vespa actual.

Amazing Tale 


It is inevitable when Mr. Vespa’ 
story of his treatment at the hands 
of the Japanese is read that the con- 
clusion must be formed that much 
of what he has written is to some 
extent biased by the misfortunes 
inflicted upon him. His reproduction 
verbatim ‘of lengthy conversations 
between himself and his Japanese 
masters—oviously were written from 
‘memory, for he would not have been 
permitied to take a shorthand note 
during their progress—must be re- 
garded as influenced by his own 
sufferings and those which might at 
any time, according to his statement, 
fhave been Inficted upon his family. 
But even making considerable al- 
Jowance for the very natural bias 
inevitable in. the circumstances, Mr 
Vespa tells an amazing tale. ‘It is 
claimed by Mr. Edgar Snow that this
